Ottawa, Sept. 15.—The Dominion 
Government has onder consideration a 
proposition to amend the regulations 
relating to immigration so that’‘all-ims 
migranté mustihave a certain amount of 


money'in their posseession before being 
allowed to land, Hitherto there has 
been no money-qualification for entering 
Canada. There is in, the United Ste tes. 
In this ‘country ‘it Has always been 
regarded that an able bodied man wil- 
ling'to work and witbout a dollar in his 
pocket was as good an asset to the 
conntry aga man who had some cash 
but was not so particular about getting 
‘work. However, to aid in solving the 
question of Oriental immigration, ‘the 
Dominion superintendent ot immigra- 
tion, W. D. Scott, has recommended 
that a money qualification be added to 
the. regulations, This can be done 
under the act bv the government passing 
an order in-council. Mr. Scott arrived 
from England on Saturday and at mid- 
night he was on his way to Vancouver 
to make a thorough investigation of the 
whole matter. On Friday evening Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier telegraphed the mayor

In réproducing the -portion of the 
ordinance dealing with poll tax on 
Friday we printed the copy just as it 
was handed to us, but afterwards 
found that it contained one or two 
errors. We now give a_ correct re- 
production of the sections : 

TITLE XXXI, SEC, 5. 

Extept members of His Majesty’s 
on actual service or of the Royal 
North West Mounted Police force or 
of the city fire brigade, every male 
person of the age of twenty-one years 
or upwards who has been a resident 
of the city for at least three months 
during the then current year prior to 
the 8lst day of October and who is 
not assessed upon the last revised 
assessment roll, shall, be liable to 
pay a poll tax of $2.00; the said 
poll tax may be collected at any 
time aiter the Ist day of June, but 
every persor liable to pay a poll tax 
and any of the persons hereinbefore 
excepted upon satisfying the assessor 
on or before the 1st day of July in 
the then current year that for a per- 
iod of at least three months prior to 
the first day of July in the ‘then cur- 
rent year that he has bona fide re- 
sided in the city and during the said 
period has been and still is q@ bona 
fide occupant of premises therein as
